EDITOB JOTJBNAL:—Although it was 


snowing to-day, I went up to the North 
Belle Isle mine in company with Mr. W. 
O. Price, the Superintendent, and un- 
like many who visit camps of such a 
character, I did not transmit my im- 
pressions from a palace car. I saw and 
learned from observation what follows. 
This mine, of course, is the center of 
attraction in 
Tusearora, having the 


sama relationship to its future as the 
Con. Virginia haa to the Cotnstnck. 
Therefore I determined that it should 
be the base of my operations and after- 
wards I can easily describe in brief the 
other properties lying contiguous to it. 
I saw the new hoisting works, under- 
neath which the shaft reaches a depth of 
400 feet on which level there are no 
cross cuts whatever. There 13 a pair of 
Corliss engines 12x30 feet in the maia 
building which is 110x50 feet in dimen- 
sions, and for the present are equal to 
all emergsuoies. The shaft is a two 
and a half compartment, with four post 
gallows frames at least 40 feet higb. 
The mine has three levels—150-foot, the 
300-foot and the 400-foot level. The 
ore now being extracted is taken from 
the 150-foot level, on which the length 
of the

The vein is what ia termed a porphyry 
formation, 
trending 
northwest

southeast, but dipping to the west. The 
mine proper, is in the toe part of a 
horse shoe, and on either wing of which

Treasure, Grand Prize, Commonwealth 
and others. This vein is from 2 to 40 
feet in v ultlj, and no man knows what 
treasures it contains.

without lessoning the demand and they 
have leaped n good harvest. The fact 
that the lumber business promises to re- 
main good is «videuce3 by the building 
of a new mill by Meusis. Smith & Law- 
ison, at Cold Stream, wiiere there is u 
largs tiaot of good timber. The mill 
was not completed until September, but 
since then they have cut one million 
feet. 


Next year prornisea to be on active 


one in lumber circles in this vicinity. 
Several of the mills have large tie con- 
tracts incorapleted and it is probable 
that further contracts will be let by the 
railroad company. There is nothing to 
indicate that there will bo a falling off 
in the demand for lumber. 


It is reported that the Hobart & Mar- 


lett company will next year begin the 
transfer of their business from Lake Ta- 
hoe to the Truckee river. They have 
only aboul timber enough to last them 
another year. They have large tracts 
of timber in this vicinity, and it is only 
a question of a short tiino before they 
will commence to utilizu thorn. 


Tha Trnokee Lumber Company is 


about to build a new mill at Dop Valley. 
The timber is about all cut near thsir 
present mill and it will bo removed fur- 
ther up the valley. Work has already 
commenced and the dam which will 
form a pond is nearly completed. 


The Truckeo Lumber Co. has just 


purchased nearly a million feet of lum- 
ber from Geo. Schaffer which will be 
sufficient to keep the box factory run- 
ning next Winter. 


The box trade ia brisk and the factory 


is kept busy filling orders.
